Built  between  1882-1895  201  Highland  Avenue  was  in  1914  the  residence  of  William  Hughes,  an  employee  of  Simonds  Manufacturing  Co. 

In  1920  the  residents  were  Mrs.  Maud  Hughes;  Albin  Lundberg,  an  employee  at  the  Iver  Johnson  Arms  & Cycle  Works;  and  Alice  P and 
Edward  Lundberg,  clerks  at  Simonds  Manufacturing  Co.  Mrs.  Hughes  lived  at  201  Highland  until  the  1950s  when  it  became  the  residence  of 
Frederick  Hughes.  Frederick  Hughes,  a janitor  at  the  Highland  Baptist  Church  located  at  25  Cedar  Street,  lived  in  the  house  until  the  1970s 
when  the  house  became  vacant.  During  the  residency  of  the  Hughes  family  the  residents  of  the  second  unit  changed  frequently.  The  house  is 
currently  owned  by  James  Idaris  and  is  a three  unit.

The  three-story  Second  Empire  house  and  two-story  Second  Empire  barn  were  built  between  1870-1882.  The  barn  was  converted  to  a 
dwelling  between  1897-1914  and  numbered  44  Myrtle. 

In  1895  Asa  A.  Lawton,  a real  estate  agent,  and  Charles  A Lawton,  a Fitchburg  Railroad  shop  painter  resided  @ 46  Myrtle.  In  1914,  46 
Myrtle  was  the  residence  of  three  families  including  John  J.  Shea,  president  of  Shea  Realty  Company.  In  the  1920s  two  of  the  three  units  were 
owned  by  Shea’s,  John  & Joseph.  The  Shea’s  would  live  in  the  house  until  the  1950s.  In  the  1930s  Mrs.  Katherine  F.  Moriarty,  a nurse, 
occupied  the  third  unit.  In  1960,  Helen  R.  Moriarty,  a clerk  at  ILCo,  occupied  one  unit,  another  by  Eugene  J.  Moriarty,  and  the  third  by 
George  McNabb,  a hospital  attendant.  Helen  Moriarty  and  George  McNabb  continued  to  live  in  the  house  until  the  1980s.  In  1980  a third 
resident  was  Francis  J Moriarty.  The  current  owner  of  the  three-unit  is  Frank  Walker  Jr.

In  1870  the  two-story 
Second  Empire  house  stood  alone  on  its  lot.  By  1887,  a three-story  rectangular  addition  was  added  to  the  south  and  a detached  barn  was  built 
to  the  west.  The  barn  is  now  a dwelling  located  at  27  Congress.  Twentieth  Century  residents  include  John  R.  Leroy  (1910s-1930s)  a 
conductor  on  the  Boston  & Maine  RR,  and  later  a watchmaker.  In  the  1910s  the  barn  was  converted  to  a dwelling  and  in  the  1930s  the  house 
was  converted  to  a three-unit  apartment  building.

In  the  1930s  the  house  became  the  residence  of 
Ernest  C.  Caouette,  Chief  of  the  Fitchburg  Fire  Department,  who  remained  in  the  house  until  the  1980s.  Ronald  St.  Cyr  currently  owns  the 
house.  The  dwelling  is  typical  of  a later  infill  modest  single  family  home.

In  the 
1930- 1940s  the  house  was  the  residence  of  the  families  of  George  H.  Goff,  a clerk  at  Orswell  Mills  & Walter  B.  Goff,  a salesman.  In  the 
1950s  Cora  Goff,  the  widow  of  Walter  remained  in  the  house.  The  two-family  is  currently  owned  by  Michael  Haidousis.  The  dwelling  is 
typical  of  an  original  multifamily  dwelling  built  during  the  period  of  Fitchburg’s  rapid  growth.

Camille  Pare,  a chauffer,  would  remain  living  in  one  of  the  units 
until  the  1980s.  During  the  1970s  George  and  Kathleen  Pare  occupied  the  other  unit.  Mary  B.  Link  currently  owns  the  two  units.

Describe  architectural  features.  Evaluate  the  characteristics  of  this  building  in  terms  of  other  buildings  within  the  community. 

204  Pearl  Street  is  a two-and-one-half  story  Queen  Anne,  constructed  of  wood-frame  that  rests  on  a granite  foundation.  This  three-bay  by 
three-bay  dwelling  faces  south.  The  dwelling  terminates  in  a front  gable  roof  sheathed  with  slate.  An  intersecting  gable  pierces  the  east 
elevation  roof  plane.  One  interior  brick  chimney  is  also  located  on  the  east  elevation  roof  plane.  A simple  box  cornice  defines  the  building 
eaves.  The  building  is  clad  with  asbestos  siding.  The  principal  elevation  is  marked  by  a one-story  wrap-around  porch,  which  terminates  in  a 
hipped  roof.  The  porch  is  reached  by  a short  flight  of  granite  steps.  Paired  slender  Doric  columns  which  rest  on  raised  wood  paneled  bases 
support  the  porch  roof.  The  porch  railing  features  decorative  turned  balusters.  Windows  throughout  the  dwelling  are  1/1,  double-hung  sash 
and  incorporate  plain  wood  surrounds  and  wood  sills.

Discuss  the  history  of  the  building.  Explain  its  associations  with  local  (or  state)  history.  Include  uses  of  the  building,  and  the  role(s)  the 
owners/occupants  played  within  the  community. 

The  large  estates  that  dotted  the  hillsides  overlooking  the  Nashua  River  and  Fitchburg’s  downtown  were  divided  in  the  second  half  of  the 
nineteenth  century  as  demand  for  additional  middle  class  housing  increased  due  to  Fitchburg’s  rapidly  increasing  population  and  the 
expanding  wealth  of  prosperous  businessmen  and  their  families  in  Fitchburg’s  manufacturing  industries.  The  large  tracts  of  land  near  the 
Main  Street  business  district  were  popular  for  the  earliest  development  because  of  their  proximity  to  the  mills.  The  earliest  infill  housing  in 
the  Highland  Avenue  area  were  Greek  Revival  and  Italianate  single-family  residences.  As  demand  for  housing  increased.  Second  Empire  and 
Italianate  multifamily  housing  and  division  of  the  earlier  homes  into  multiple  units  occurred.  The  remaining  undeveloped  lots  around  the  turn 
of  the  century  became  the  sites  of  smaller,  more  modest  single  family  homes  in  the  Colonial  and  Classical  Revival  Styles. 

Built  c 1885,  204  Pearl  Street  was  in  1914,  the  home  of  Mrs.  Myron  A.  Dole  and  Myron  W.  Dole,  a teacher.  In  1920,  Harry  W.  Dole,  a clerk 
at  Simonds  Manufacturing  was  the  resident.  In  the  1940s  the  house  became  a two-family  residence.  Lucien  E.  Bedard  currently  owns  it.  This 
dwelling  is  typical  of  an  early  home  divided  into  a multifamily  residence. 
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
